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DETAILED ACTION 
Ex parte Quayle 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 63 (Figure 1), 200 (Figure 3), S17, S18, S21, S22, S23, S28 (Figures 6 and 
7). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121 (b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed.

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4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informality: page 23, line 5, 
"S 27" should be "S27". Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 through 12 are allowed. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest an image printing apparatus 
comprising fixing means having both (emphasis added) an operation mode for starting 
energization of the fixing means after an initialization in the image printing control 
means is completed and another operation mode for starting energization of the fixing 
means before an initialization in the image printing control means is completed. 
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Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Watarai et al. (US Pat. No. 4,996,567) discloses a method of controlling a fuser 
unit of an image forming apparatus, the method comprising starting the energization of 
a heater of a heat roller substantially at the same time as the commencement of an 
initialization process of mechanical and electrostatic conditions of the apparatus while 
rotating the heat roller and a backup roller together. 

Kikui et al. (US Pat. No. 5,749,022) discloses an image forming apparatus 
comprising a heater of a fixing apparatus being started after the initialization is finished. 

Nakaya (US Pat. No. 6,405,000 B1) discloses an image forming apparatus 
comprising initial settings such that the power saving canceling switch is turned on 
when the main switch is turned on, and the power is supplied to the fixing unit at 
approximately the same time as the main switch is turned on. 

Kobayashi (US Pat. Pub. No. US 2003/0142989 A1) discloses an image forming 
apparatus comprising an activation of a load such as the fixing heater is started after the 
series of initialing operations are ended.
